This is not just another dissertation on 
the well known facts of our first Presi- 
dent's life. Dr. Schmidt has a notable 
reputation for making Washington come 
to life as the great man he was, with- 
out repeating stale and hackneyed facts 
and language. 

Dr. Schmidt’s special subject at Rut- 
gers is "American Cultural History." 
Author of several books, he has just pub- 
lished one on “Liberal Arts Colleges: 
Chapter in American Cultural History. ’ 

He is also the author of many his- 
torical and educational articles as well 
as a much-in-demand lecturer. Last 
vear his thirteen television lectures on 
various aspects of American history were 
rated “tops” by his large and enthus- 
iastic audience.

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SOCIETY SIGNS SALE AGREEMENT TO PURCHASE 
GREENFIELD HALL; FALL OCCUPANCY PLANNED 


A truly great event in the history of 
the Haddonfield Historical Society is 
expected to take place this September or 
October. With the signing of the agree- 
ment of sale last month to purchase 
Greenfield Hall for the new Society 
headquarters, plans are forging ahead 
for an early Kail opening date that w ill 
mark an important cultural milestone 
for historic Haddonfield. 

Those who attended the last meeting 
of the Society in November heard the 
talk given by Mr. Joseph Tatem report- 
ing the result of the membership pledge 
drive and the generous efforts of mem- 
bers and non-members which made this 
dream of new, larger headquarters for 
the Society come true. 

Mr. Tatem spoke for the entire So- 


ciety in voicing its appreciation to all 
who responded with three-year member 
ship pledges which will insure mainten- 
ance of Greenfield Hall. Because of 
these pledges the Society was able to go 
ahead with its negotiations for purchase 
of the property. 

M embership dues for 1959 redeem- 
ing these pledges are now due. They 
are much needed to prepare the budget 
for the first year of maintenance begin- 
ning with possession of the property in 
the very near future, and preparation 
for occupancy this Fall. Your prompt- 
ness in mailing your dues to treasurer 
Charles Mutiny, Jr. will be of greatest 
assistance to the Society in planning 
ahead to realize the earliest possible 
opening.
